Claim 1 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach nor does any combination thereof fairly 
suggest an adjusting means that is mounted on an auxiliary air chamber for buffering 
the impact applied to a main air chamber that includes a casing; a pressuring plate 
disposed at the inside of the casing and axially mounted at one side thereof to the 
casing by means of a hinge pin; and a plate spring mounted on the pressuring plate for 
pressurizing the pressuring plate at a predetermined spring elastic coefficient, the plate 
spring having an adjusting bolt fixed to one side thereof through an adjustable slit to be 
moved forward and backward along the adjustable slit. The combination of elements as 
set forth in the claims is not shown by the prior art, and in particular the features as set 
forth above.
